The season opened with a bang 
last night at our local gym when 
• the Apaches entertained McNeese 
Junior College from Lake Charles, 
La. Tonight will be the second 
game between the two teams 
which will also be a non-confer¬ 
ence tilt. 

Up to date the Apaches • have 
played numerous exhibition 
games throughout the state. The 
games were more or less prac¬ 
tice games, but stiff competition 
has been encountered with quite 
a number of these teams. Inci¬ 
dentally, as everyone knows, the 
Apaches have played 14 games 
already this season, and they have 
14 wins to their credit. That 
shows we have a winning combi¬ 
nation here. Some of the games 
were played with independent 
teams throughout Texas. The 
Apaches first tackled La Poyner 
and took the game by the wide 
margin of 77-24. Then they loped 
.through an independent White- 
house quintet for a 68-28 win. 
Next came the Lanesville five. 
The Apaches carried on their win¬ 
ning streak by polishing them off 
58-30. An independent Chandler 
club decided to try their luck, 
but they fought a game but losing 
battle, toppling before a lightning- 
fast Apaches attack 62-26. 

Over in Marshall is located the 
East Texas Baptist College, a 
four-year institution. They should 
have quite a stack of material 
with which to form a bang-up 
basketball club. But our high- 
spirited Apaches took what was 



called a sloppy game 42-21. And 
down among the pines at Lufkin, 
the Piney Woods Commercial Col- 
. lege got caught in the path of the 
Apaches. Ou*r men took this tilt 
by a rather slim margin of 47 - 42. 

Then the Apaches journeyed 
clown south to Texas City to tan¬ 
gle with the Humble Oil & Refin¬ 
ing Company five. Two games 
were played and the Humble boys 
found the Apaches too hot to 
handle. We won both games 53- 
23, and 68-27. All the games 
above were played with Class A 
teams, the kind of competition 
that the Apaches will be up 
against this year. A game with 
Stephen F. Austin B team earlier 
this week gave the Apaches their 
latest victory by the score of 72- 
46. Such high scores of the 
Apaches and comparatively low 
scores by their opponents make 
us sit up and take notice of our 
team. Let us back them. 

Congratulations go to each and 
every Apache basketballer, but let 
us mention just a few of the more 
outstanding men composing the 
team. We salute Acker Hanks 
and Allen Ray Hanson who have 
led the team in high scoring thus 
far this year. Also, congrats to 
C. W. Dukes and Derrist Williams, 
J. M. Stagner, and Elmo Brund¬ 
rett, all who have showed up well 
in the games to date. These fel-. 
lows have seen quite a bit of ac¬ 
tion and we’ve our fingers crossed 
in hopes that they will continue 
their winning streak throughout 
the coming season. 

Coach FLoyd Wagstaff stated 
Tuesday morning in an interview 
that Hanks, Dukes, Stagner, Wil¬ 
liams and Hanson have been the 
starting men up to now, but he* 
said that Brundrett was alternat¬ 
ing regularly. 

Hanks was high-point man for 
TJC followed up by Williams and 
Brundrett. Taylor was high-point 
man for Stephen F. Austin fol¬ 
lowed up by Price. 

Those who attended the pep rally 
last Tuesday morning in the audi¬ 
torium heard Coach Wagstaff 
speak and introduce the members 
of our basketball team. He plead¬ 
ed for student backing and we 
need to give him, and our basket¬ 
ball team, our full support. The • 
gym will be roped off on the 
south side from now on for the 
TJC band and the student cheer¬ 
ing section. 

Wagstaff stated the Southwest 
Association of Junior Colleges are 
to meet this coming Saturday, 
Dec. 14, in Dallas to draw up the 
conference schedule for the com¬ 
ing year. He also said that there 
were to be no conference games 
played by the Apaches until after 
the Christmas holidays. However, 
he did say that the' Stephen F. 
Austin squad would come to Ty¬ 
ler next week, probably Dec. 17, 
for a second try at winning over 
the Apaches.
